efore President Obama’s 
library opens on the South 
Side, heaps of White House ar- 
chives will find a temporary home in the 
northwest suburb of Hoffman Estates in 
a former furniture store, of all things. 

The old Plunkett Home Furnishings has 
nearly 74,000 square feet of space (roughly 
the size of 1V2 football fields) and will serve 
as a storage unit for the massive amount of 
paperwork, electronic data and artifacts that 
have been collected over Obama’s eight-year 
stint as president. 

National Archives and Records Adminis- 
tration employees will organize, digitize and 
preserve the contents of the “president’s at- 
tic.” But only time will tell what Obama will 
put on display in his library Maybe it will be 


his Nobel Prize or the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion to make same-sex marriage lawful?

JOEY PURP KNOWS 
IT’S HIS TURN TO SHINE

Listening to “iiiDrops,” the great new mix- 
tape from Joey Purp, it’s clear he can rap 
circles around just about anybody— even his 
Savemoney compatriots Vic Mensa, Towkio 
and Chance the Rapper. “I don’t want it to 
be lost that I rap better than a lot of people 
but I still also want to be known as an artist,” 
the 22-year-old Near West Side resident born 


Joseph Davis explains during his RedEye in- 
terview at the Billy Goat Tavern. With the 
project’s II fantastic tracks, it’s also totally 
obvious that this is also a wholly comprehen- 
sive artistic statement— his best work to date. 
“But, all that {bleep} aside,” Purp laughs, “if 
you put us all in front of one microphone with 
a beat ...” 

In many ways, it might be easier to think of 


“iiiDrops” as Purp’s official solo debut. While 
Purp released his first mixtape, the Raekwon- 
referencing “The Purple Tape,” which is still 
pretty stellar, back in 2012, he admits he 
wasn’t even too focused on his then-fledgling 
career. 

“The period of time that led up to the end 
of Kids These Days and the beginning of 
{Mensa’s} ‘Innanetape’ and {Chance’s} Acid 


Rap,’ around 2013 , 1 just kind of realized that 
there were avenues that could come from mu- 
sic that I wasn’t taking seriously,” he reveals. 
“Music used to be something I did in my spare 
time, where I’d just pull up to the studio and 
rap on something if my friends were there,” 
he adds. “But then just actually honing the 
craft, instead of knowing music because I 
like the song, it was knowing why I like it and 
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{Fatherhood} changed everything, honestly. I can’t 
just be reckless, I gotta be attentive to what I’m 
doing and make sure I’m here in 18 years.” 


analyzing my favorite songs to understand 
how I can reciprocate that energy” 

When his song “Don’t Stop” dropped in 
2013, a confident and assured dose of spitfire 
verses, it was clear he was getting into a new 
lane. With that, plus incredible guest appear- 
ances and an awesome collaboration with 
Savemoney’s Kami called Leather Corduroys, 
which released its excellent debut project 
“Season” last year, his next solo project, which 
has been titled “iiiDrops” since 2013, was in- 
credibly anticipated. But before he could re- 
lease anything he had to grow: “Realistically, I 
had more things I had to do before I came out 
as an artist that people can know and love. I 
had to develop as a person.” 

Around that time, Purp’s life changed dras- 
tically: He had a daughter, who’s now two- 
and-a-half years old. “It’s changed everything, 
honestly,” Purp says of fatherhood. “I can’t 
just be reckless, I gotta be attentive to what 
I’m doing and make sure I’m here in 18 years.” 
He became a vegan and quit smoking weed, 
a departure from the smoke-filled persona he 
cultivated on “The Purple Tape.” 

Now, almost three years later, “iiiDrops” is 
finally out. Spanning ii tracks and recorded 
mostly at LPZ Studios, a Savemoney staple, it 
features production from Knox Fortune, The- 
lonious Martin, the Social Experiment’s Don- 
nie Trumpet and Peter Cottontale along with 
features from Chance, Mensa, Mick Jenkins 
and Saba. It’s one of the most fully developed 
mixtapes of the year— a testament to Purp’s 
personal and professional promise realized. 

“The first song. Morning Sex,’ I think that 
was the oldest song that we took and made it 
what it needs to be, production-wise and the 
actual quality of the recording, but the verse 
was there and I had the beat,” Purp explains 
of the songwriting process. He adds, “The 
most recent song on the project was ‘Say You 
Do’ or‘Godbody’ ” 

Spitting verses is Purp’s forte and, as he re- 
veals, is also the most effortless way to help 
with the making of a song: “The way the proj- 
ect unfolded, man, the rap {bleep} is easy So 
the ‘Godbod/ beat and the ‘Morning Sex’ I 
had for a while, and there’s a couple songs, the 
rap songs, we did those early because rap is 
what we do and it’s the easiest part.” He con- 
tinues, ‘And then the other joints were like, 
‘OK, let’s start doing night sessions, let’s have 
some fun, let’s invite some of the homies over 
and make some songs that have a different 
vibe, and that’s how we got ‘Girls,’ ‘Kids’ and 
‘Say You Do.’ ” 

While “iiiDrops” first and foremost is full 
of great songs, it’s also stacked with emo- 
tionally resonant moments. “I always sought 
out in the beginning to make a project that 
people think about the situations that they’re 
in on the daily and then have them think 
about them deeper than just at the surface,” 
he explains. From his declaration on opener 
“Morning Sex” that “if you’ve seen what I’ve 


seen you’ll be traumatized,” or talking about 
the various types of single women you’ll meet 
at clubs during the Chance-assisted “GirlsG,” 
or even the way “When I’m Gone” dives into 
the monotony of having a full-time job, Purp’s 
sometimes feels like the voice of a certain 


Chicago generation, regardless of the city’s 
neighborhoods and racial or class divides. 

This is no more apparent than on the proj- 
ect’s lead single, “Cornerstore,” a fantastic 
collaboration with local rapper Saba. On the 
track, he recalls a traumatizing moment from

his childhood when he found a gun his broth- 
er left in the closet while looking for a remote 
control car charger: ‘Aimed it at my head and 
make a gun sound, ain’t that a bitch?” That 
horrifying recollection is paired with a nos- 
talgic fondness for a Chicago staple street 
food. Flamin’ Hot Cheetos with ground beef 
and cheese. He adds context: “The specific 
corner store I was talking was on the corner 
of Kimball and Cortland, in Humboldt Park 
right across the street from my old building.” 
There’s that clear, distinctly Chicago dichot- 
omy between the violence that plagues our 
city’s black, segregated communities and the 
fun that locals have at clubs in “iiiDrops.” 

There’s a lot that’s happened since Purp 
first teased “iiiDrops” back in 2013, and while 
his Savemoney friends have shot upward, 
namely Chance, Vic and Towkio, he’s hardly 
feeling left out. 

“I understand that everything happens 
when it’s supposed to,” he says. “It all makes 
sense. I always say, from the very beginning 
I always understood that Chance, Vic and 
Towkio are my homies and are supposed to 
be famous. Fortunately they’re both very suc- 
cessful in music and I make music, it’s for- 
tunate that we both do the same.” He adds, 
“Regardless of what happens, these are all my 
homies. I would rather drop my project now 
than at any time in the past.” 

No matter what actually does happen, with 
the release of “iiiDrops,” which since its May 
27 release date has been almost unanimously 
well-received, Purp is more concerned with 
the future. He explains that, knowing how 
much the Savemoney movement has meant 
to Chicago, “personally I’m really anxious to 
see what’s going on here in five years. Because 
the same way that we’re all the same age and 
making music right now, watching how many 
people Chance and Vic sparked to make mu- 
sic is going to be crazy” 

He summarizes more eloquently “The kids 
that are going up listening to Chano and the 
kids that are listening to Vic, Mick and me, 
they’re going to be the ones that actually show 
us what we did. Then not just a scene, it’s a 
movie. Right now, it’s just a scene.”
